He felt that 
a committee of this kind, made 
up of members with varying 
points of view, can think out 
loud, s9 to speak, and by so 
doing, swap ideas that will be 
useful to each member. 

To mention all the ideas that 
were ‘swapped’ during the 
meeting would consume most of 
the space in this newspaper, 
iso only a scattering of them 
jwill be included.

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THE BUDGET 


Where is the budget? That's a question we 
hear asked on all sides. 

The date "twentieth of December" mentioned in 
Section 17 of the Charter notwithstanding, we 
are not likely to see it before the middle of 
January anyway. 

Some of the Town Fathers explain it this way. 
The Town Manager submits to the Finance Com- 
mittee and ‘the Seleccmen in December a budget 
which is subject to revision. This budget is 
based on requests which the various depart- 
_ments have been working on since. about October 
sand “trimmed.at a late date to fit in with the 
inflexible request from the School Committee. 
After the Town Accountant has closed his books 
as of January 1, the Town Manager's budget is 
further reviewed by him and the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Selectmen. It therefore is not 
until about the middle of Jamary that a bud- 
get which bears some resemblance to the final 
budget can. be arrived at. 

The same Town Fathers say that no startling 
budget increases have been asked for this year 
It is taken for granted that everyone always 
asks for some more money every year. The time 
of year at which the separate departments have 
to get their requests in to the Town Manager 
make these requests seem a little like letters 
to Santa Claus. 

The Town Manager, Finance Committee, and Sel- 
ectmen, however, are nct in a position to play 
Santa Claus. It is their function to act more 
like that other Christmas character, Scrooge, 
in order to keep us from Santa-Clausing our- 
selves to death at the annual town meeting, 
and yet provice for necessary town services.

school maintenance, it will be interesting to 
see what trimming the Finance Committee has to 
do to make our outgo fit our income. 

At least the Finance Committee unquestionably 
has some paer to put the brakes on spending 


| other than for schools. For any contests be- 


tween the Finance Committee and the School Com 
mittee, the public needs to know as early as 
possible what trimming has to be done to other 
departments in order to have fine schools. This 
information has direct bearing on election of 
town officials and on preparing articles for 
submigsion fa the warrant. We can look forward 
to release of the budget figures at the earli- 
est possible time. 


THE LYNNFIELD RATE STUDY 


Today, in the State House, the Department of 
Public Utilities is supposed to take up again 
the. postponed hearing of the new light rate, by 
the Reading Municipal Electric Light. 

To date the only thing that the people of Wil 
mington have heard canes either from the comp— 
any, or from this paper. The Selectmen and the 
Town Manager haven't had much to say, perhaps 
because they have had nothing conclusive on 
which to base their statements. The Manager of 
the Reading Light Company- made an appearance at 
the Baldwin Club, at which he presented a god 
argument. But there hasn't been much for the 
people, as a whole, to digest. 

In Lynnfield an Electric Light Rate Study Com 
mittee, appointed last May has had quite a bit 
ta say. Their report, dated Dec 17th, was pub - 
lished in the Wakefield Daily Item, and gener- 
ally speaking it was an adverse report. We 
suspect that that report will play a conspic- 
uous part in the hearings today. 

It will be remembered that the manager of the 
light company issued an appeal through this pa- 
per just before Christmas asking that the con- 
sumption of electricity be held to a minimum 
during the holidays, so as not to increase the 
"peak load'. The Reading Chronicle reported 
that as a’ result of the appeal there was a not- 
icable reduction, 

The Lynnfield committee viewed this rather 
dimly, if we have read their report correctly. 
They called the appeal the result of "poor or 
insufficient planning'. We don't exactly agree. 
The manager of the light company had carefully 
explained that the cost of power to the company 
was governed by the amount of the peak load, 
and that a reduction in costs to the light com- 
pany would be reflected eventually in the light 
rates, to the benefit of the ultimate consumer. 
But the Lynnfield report, correct or not, 
makés good reading. The Committee points out 
that "most utilities encourage large consump- 
tion on the part of the homeowners by a low 
rate in the last block. In Lynnfield Center 
(and in the rest of the area served by the com- 
pany, including Wilmington,-Ed) we have just 
the opposite under the new rate, where the 
small user (under 260 kwh per month) realizes a 
savings while the large user is penalized’. 
Taken as a whole the Lynnfield report is very 
eritical of the light company. It points out 
that it found out only "accidently' that there 
was to be a rate increase, and that Reading 
"stubbornly' insists that it is a rate decrease 
It reports that the committee had very little 
cooperation from Reading and that the Town 
Counsel answered many questios thusly: "We con 
sider this irrelevant and immaterial to the 
questiom at hand'. It reports that members of

Therefore we 
do not feel that the Town of Lynnfield should 
pay the cost of inventorying Reading's equip- 
ment within this town'.

WILLIAM HENRY CARTER TWO 


or 
BILL HEN 
or 
THE HAT ON THE COFFIN 

Kecently we wrote of the doings of William 
llenry Carter One, of Wilmington, and hinted of 
the existance of William Henry Carter Two. 

Perhaps this is just as good a time as any to 
speak of this man, a-long' lean sparse Yankee 
who was the soul of rectitude and honér and who 
was distinguished from his fellowtownsman by 
having Two added to his name. His friends all 
called him "Bill Hen". 

A giant of aman, a direct descendant of the 
Rev. Thomas Carter who was the first Puritan 
Minister of Woburn, back in 1642, Bill Hen was 
never known to swear and was perhaps one of the 
finest men ever to call himself a citizen of 
Wilmington. His family called him Henry, not to 
distinguish him from William Henry Carter One, 
but to distinguish him from his father and his 
grandfather, both of whom were named William. 

Characterized by the typical hornery streak 
of the Carter family, a vow to Bill Hen was, 
Tike a vow to any of the Carter family some- 
thing to be kept no matter how ridiculous the 
circumstances. Bill Hen once discovered one of 
his sisters using his razor fa@ the purpose of 
cutting her corns. He swore he would never 
shave again, and he never did. His brother 
Charles was once kicked by a cow. He swore he 
would never again drink milk. He never did. 

Bill Hen, like many of the descendants of the 
Rev. Thomas Carter lived in that part of Old 
Woburn which is today the Wilmington-Burlington 
town line and environs. He was born in a home 
which still stands, today the property of Ray- 
mond Fitch, which is just across the Town Line 
in Burlington, on what we call Burlington Ave., 
and what the people in Burlington call Wilming- 
ton Ave. His father purchased, shortly before} 
the Civil War the Eldad Carter farm, on Shaw-' 
sheen Avenue, where Guy York lives today. Eldad 
was dead, and the only surviving daughter, Olive 
had married a Dr. Thompsm, who was the first 
Superintendent of the Tewksbury State Hospital. 

The farmhouse at that time was a typical 
"saltbox" which had been tmilt before the tow 
w&s founded in 1730. Both Henry and his father 
added to the house, making rooms on the side, 
and in back on the second floor, changes which 
a persan who knows his colonial architecture 
can readily detect. The two chimneys, for in- 
stance do not go thraigh the ridge pole, a sure 
sign that the house is not, as it was when orig- 
inally built. 


Henry, like the rest of the Yankee farmers of 


that day was a fine teamster. At a very early! 


age he was able to handle his team, and his 
ability as a teamster was second to none. He 
and his brother would buy up large tracts of 
land, log off the timber, and then sell the 
Jand again.

THE ELDAD CARTER HOUSE AS IT APPEARED AFTER 
THE 1938 HURRICANE, 


Bill Hen was as we say, an excellent teamster 
One of his early jobs w@as to bring the timbers 
from Clapps Mill to the Congregational Church, 
when the steeple was rebuilt after the hurri- 
cane of 1873. Clapps Mill stood down in the Gar 
den of Eden, off Chestnut Street. 

One of the stories that we heard as a boy, 
and which impressed us tremendously is ‘that 
Bill Ilen was the only man to ever lose a pair 
of horses in Silver Lake. We do not know whe- 
ther the stary was true or not. Perhaps it was 
told to us to keep a little boy from going on 
surreptious swimming trips. 

In those days the farmers who had occasion to 
drive dow what is now Lake Street used to take 
a short cut across the Take, in the shallow 
portion, arriving on terra firma again on Main 
Street near the present site of the Silver Lake 
Betterment Hall. The purpose was to allow the 
water to make the wood in the wheels "swell-up" 
and thus keep the iron tires tightly in place. 
Anyway we were told that on one such trip Bill 
Hen drove a team of horses into a hole and lost 
them. 

Perhaps the story was confused in our young 
mind with another story about a team of horses 
being lost while cutting ice for the Boston Ice 
Company. We don't know. 

Bill Hen married twice. The first time was 
to Lizzie Harnden, a 21 year old schoolteacher 
in the West School, and a member of one of Wil- 
mington's oldest families. She is described as 
having been "a lovely fragile thing". She died 
five years later, after a lingering illness.: 
Broken hearted Bill Hen turned next doa to his 
neighbors for comfort. The next door neighbors 
were the Daniel Gowings, half a mile away, and 
next spring their daughter Clara became Mrs. 
William Henry Carter Two. There were two child- 
ren, both of whom are now deceased, but a grand 
deughter and great-grandchildren still live in 
Wilmington. (Daniel, it may be remembered, was 
the last lock-keeper for the Middlesex Canal, 
and he lived in the old lockhouse, and later 
across the street, near the bridge on Shawsheen 
Avenue) .° 

Bill Hen was a Road Surveyor for Wilmington 
for many years, and one of the best. Today we 
would call the job Superintendent of Highways. 
It was he who raised the hill ‘in Wilmington 
square, at the time when the Boston & Maine 
Railroad lifted the bridge to allow for the 
height of their new engines. It was also he 
who widened Woburn Street from Perry's Corner 
The County Com-

To the rest of the pall-bearers it was a pass 
ing incident, but not to William Henry Carter 
Two. To the end of his life he never could for 
get that when the casket of Mrs. Doctor Henry 
Hiller left her home for its last resting place 
there was, on tq@ of it, a tall silk hat, be- 
longing to him. 

And he never could figure out whether or not 
that was a sacriligious act.

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REPR. FRANK TANNER 
OPPOSES RAILROAD RATES 
On December 14, 1956 the hear 
ing on the application of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad ‘for an 
increase in passenger fares 
was opened at the State House, 
Boston, The railroads appli- 
cation calls for a sizeable 
boost of 20¢ on each ride. 
Representative Tanner was one 
of the many legislators pre 
sent at the hearing, opposing 
the increase, To oppose any 
public utility on a matter of 
is kind is a difficult task. 
¥ utilities are represented 
“at a hearing of this nature by 
a battery of experts - lawyers 
accountants, analysts of all 
kinds; the heaping of abuse on 
the utilities or on the mem- 
bers of the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities does not get one 
anywhere. One member of the 
Legislature was ejected from 
the room for this sport of 
thing. 
Rep, Tanner, speaking in op- 
position to the proposal: stat- 
ed that he had been a daily 
commuter on the Boston & Maine 
Railroad for close to forty 
years and during that long 
time he had made some observa- 
tions. Rep Tanner further 
stated that he could not un- 
derstand the railroad’s cur 
tailment of commuter service 
in growing communities. It is 
understandable in places where 
people have moved away, but 
folks are not moving away from 
Reading, North Reading and Wil 
mington, 
There has been a tremendous 
growth of population in all 
three of these towns. Rep.

Tanner called the attention of 
the Commission to the fact 
that the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road had recognized the need 
of increased parking facili- 
ties adjacent to the Reading 
railroad station by making 
larger parking space available 
to the commuters on the rail- 
road’ s own property. These ad- 
ditional parking areas are in- 
adequate to accomodate the num 
ber of commuters. 

To support this statement Rep 
Tanner called attention to the 


large number of cars parked on | 


both sides of Prescott Street 
extending beyond Washington 
Street; both sides of Lincoln 
Street from Washington Street 
to Woburn Street; and the low- 
er half of High Street. 

Many commuters from North 
Reading and Wilmington drive 
their cars from their home 
towns to a place as close as 
they can get to the Reading 
railroad station and take the 
train from Reading to Boston. 

During rush hours the Town of 
Reading finds it necessary to 
assign two police officers 
five days a week to handle com 
muter traffic close to the 
Reading railroad station. The 
reaction of the boston & Maine 
Railroad to all this increased 
commuter business in Reading, 
which is brought about by the 
number of riders from Reading, 
North Reading and Wilmington 
seems to be a curtailment of 
service and a demand for an 
increase in passenger fares 
which is all out of proportion 
to the service the railroad 
renders.
